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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract appears to be 
a photocopy of the abstract from the applicant's PCT case. Correction is required. See 
MPEP§ 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

Claims 4-8 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple dependent 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 4-8 have not been further 
treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. It 
is unclear how two zones of the same surface are different with regards to having two 
different coefficients of friction. The surface appears to be uniformed throughout from a 
first zone to a second zone. 
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Claims 2-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claim appears to be indefinite because the 
applicant is claiming a structure in comparison to a human being. Please note that a 
human can't be claimed as being part of the invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Zaboy 
(#2,738,975). 

Zaboy shows a bench (10) comprising a resting member (12) having a surface, a 
supporting member (21 ) supporting the resting member, and the surface of the 
supporting member has a height. 

With claim 2, as discussed above, the limitation cannot recite a comparison 
between a structure of the invention with a human. Therefore, this claim does not have 
any patentable weight. 

With claim 3, the two zones of the surface are interpreted to have different 
coefficients of friction, due to the positioning of the user's body on the bench.
